REMARKS 

Claims 5-17 are active. Claims 1-4 and 18-23 have been withdrawn fi-om 
consideration. No amendments have been made to the specification or claims, 
however, the amendments made in the prior response have been incorporated into the 
claims above and the claim status identifiers now indicate *Treviously Presented" or 
"Withdrawn". The Applicants reiterate their prior argimients, and as requested by the 
recent Communication supplement their response to the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection. 

Rejection — ^Double Patenting 
Claims 5-17 were rejected imder the judicially-created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being impatentable over Claims 5, 6, 8, 9, and 
12-23 of allowed U.S. Application No. 09/466,913. Since fiirther amendments to the 
present claims may be made which affect this groimd of rejection, the Applicants 
respectfiiUy request that this rejection be held in abeyance pending the identification 
of otherwise allowable subject matter. However, as requested by the Examiner to 
address this rejection, the Applicants indicate that, if necessary, they will provide a 
terminal disclaimer upon notification of otherwise allowable subject matter.
